There was a falling off in the gross earnings from the Ist of 
January, 1879, up to the 31st of May, amounting to $23,198.45. 
From the latter date up to the end of the year—a period of only — 
seven months—it will be seen that the whole increased earnings 
were made, which, including the deficiency, amount to $493,984.52, 
equal to 41 per cent. of the total earnings the preceding year. 
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The motive power and rolling stock, owing to the necessities of 
the business, have been increased, by the addition of, viz. : 


11 Locomotive Engines, 
200 Box Cars, 
246 Ore “ 


All the equipment has been kept in thorough repair, and is now 
in excellent condition. 

Of the main line there is now 107 1-8 miles laid with steel 
rails, 56 lbs. to the yard, of which 3,080 tons were purchased and 
laid during the year. A 

One large bridge has been replaced by a new “ Hdgemore ” irom 
bridge, the piers and abutments having first been rebuilt with 
stone, in the most substantial manner. 

Ten truss-girder bridges have been thoroughly rebuilt, and are 
now in first-class condition. | 

For fuller detail, you are referred to the report of the General 
Manager, and for the financial exhibit, to that of the Treasurer, 
hereto annexed. 

‘This company acquired by purchase on the 26th of May last, the 
Joplin Railroad, extending from Joplin, Mo., to Girard, Kansas, 
38 miles, and passing through the extensive and rich coal-fields of - 
Southeast Kansas. 

The Missouri & Western Railroad, an important line connecting 
with our main line at Pierce City, Mo., and extending 73 miles to- 
Oswego, Kan., with a branch road 9 miles to Joplin, Mo., has also: 
been purchased, and since August 1st controlled and operated by 
this company. 

This company has acquired, by an equitable lease, the control of 
the St. Louis, Wichita & Western Railway Company, a new road, 
now under construction, from the line of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas R. R., near Oswego, at its intersection with the Missouri & 
Western Railroad to Wichita, Kan., a distance of 144 miles. 
There is now finished and in operation 784 miles, laid with steel 
rails, iron bridges, stone culverts, and built in the best manner, 
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aud the remainder of the line, being mostly graded, will be rapidly ~ 
pushed to completion. 

This road, extending through the rich and fertile wheat-growing 
region of Southern Kansas, will undoubtedly control a valuable 
business, and, connecting at Wichita with a branch of the Atchi-- 
son, T’. & Santa Fe Railroad, will open up a direct through route to 
Colorado and the great Southwest, and contribute largely to the 
business of your company, and we have good reason to anticipate 
from this source large increased earnings during the coming year. 

There are indications of favorable Congressional legislation, at 
an early day, on the Indian Territory question, whereby that fertile 
and beautiful country will be opened up to settlement by citizens 
of all the States, which will greatly contribute to the prosperity of 
the whole country, as well as the interest of your property. 

Negotiations with the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad 
Company have been initiated and are now pending for their uniting 
with your company in the mutual ownership of the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railroad, with the view of constructing and completing, at an early 
day as possible, its Western Division, commencing at the Rio 
Grande del Norte, and extending to the Pacific Coast, in which 
case the value of your property will be greatly increased. 

The revival of the iron trade and mining interest, so long stag- 
nant and paralyzed throughout this country, has for the latter part 
of the year, stimulated the production of iron, lead and zinc ores, 
so abundantly located on the line of your property, and will continue 
to do so, in increased quantities, in the future, and greatly add to 
your earnings. 

‘The operations of the Land Department are detailed in the re- 
port and statements of the Land Commissioner, hereto annexed. 

In closing, an acknowledgment is due of the efficient and faith- 
ful services, rendered by the heads of the several departments and 


their assistants.

328 per mile 
Showing an increase of 1,229,936 passengers carried one mile dur- 
ing 1879, and an increase of $33,233 ,°% in our gross passenger 
receipts in 1879. 
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On the 26th day of May, 1879, we acquired the Joplin Railroad, 
a north and south line, running from Girard, Kas., to Joplin, Mo., 
a distance of 38 miles, and connecting at Girard, Kas., with the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Gulf Railroad. The Joplin Railroad 
was operated by its owners in the interest of the K. C., F. 8. & G. 
R. R., and was a strong competitor for the business of Joplin, Mo., 
and most of the points along the line of the Missouri & West- 
ern Railway. The Joplin Railroad also runs through the rich 
coal fields of Southern Kansas, and we had to pay a heavy 
tribute to it to get coal for the use of our own road, and the points 
along our line. 


The parties owning the Joplin Railroad had also commenced 
the construction of an extension of the same to Fayetteville, Ark., 
via Neosho, Mo., on our line, and the grading between Joplin and 
Neosho was about two-thirds completed, and most of the necessary 
ties delivered along its line. 


For these and various other reasons it was deemed expedient to 
acquire this Joplin Railroad. The result has, I think, shown the 
wisdom of the course pursued. 


In order to connect this road with the Missouri & Western 
Railway at Joplin, Mo., we constructed 24 miles of road through 
the town of Joplin. 


On the 21st day of June, 1879, we commenced the construction 
of the St. Louis, Wichita & Western Railway, commencing at. 
Oswego, Kas., from the terminus of the Missouri & Western Rail- 
way, and to be built from there to Wichita, Kas., a distance of 144 
miles. On the 20th day of October, 1879, we put this road into 
operation to Cherryvale, Kas., 27 miles distant from Oswego. At 
Cherryvale, the road crosses the Kansas City, Lawrence & Southern 
Railroad. 

On the 9th day of November, 1879, the road was open to Neo- 
desha, Kas., a distance of 42 miles from Oswego. 


On the 9th day of December, 1879, the road went into operation 
to New Albany, Kas., 61 miles from Oswego, and on the 28th day

of December, 1879, the road was put in operation to a point 76 
miles west of Oswego, and 24 miles east of Severy, Kas. On Jan- 
uary 12th, 1880 (at this writing), we made connection with the 
Emporia Branch of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé. Railroad at 
Severy, 784 miles west of Oswego, Kas. 

The remaining 654 miles of road between Severy, Kas., and 
Wichita, Kas., will be constructed as rapidly as it can be done. 
This line has been constructed in a first-class manner, the entire 
track being laid with steel rails weighing 52 lbs. per yard, made by 
the Bethlehem Iron Company of Bethlehem, Pa., and all bridging 
and sluices (with openings of 30 feet and over) being constructed 
of iron, erected and built by the Delaware Bridge ce i of 
New York. 

The entire line has been built under the supervision of Mr. 
James Dun, our Chief Engineer, who deserves great credit for the 
thorough and economical manner in which the work has been 
done, and the rapidity with which it has been pushed forward. 

On August 1st, 1879, we took possession of the Missouri & West- 
ern Railway, running from Peirce City, Mo., to Oswego, Kas. (a 
distance of 73 miles), there making connection with our St. Louis, 
Wichita & Western Railway (then being constructed), and con- 
necting at Carl Junction and Joplin with the Joplin Railroad, 
since which time all these roads have been operated under our 
control, under the name of the Kansas Division of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railway. 

The accounts of these roads are kept entirely separate from each 
other, and from those of the Main ‘Line, and for the more ex- 
tended details of the earnings and expenses of these lines, I refer 
you to the annexed tables, compiled by the Auditor. , 

When the St. Louis, Wichita & Western Railway is completed 
to Wichita, Kas. this company will operate the following

CONDITION OF TRACK. 


We have 107 miles of track on our main line laid with steel 
rails, weighing 56 Ibs. per yard, 342 miles of which had been laid 
in 1879, with new fish-plates and bolts. During 1879 we have re- 
placed 106,323 cross-ties, have constructed 6,700 ft. of new side 
tracks on the main line, and 2,279 ft. on Missouri & Western 
Railway. We have ballasted 154 miles of track with rock, and 282 
miles with gravel. 14 miles of ditches have been completed, and 
the brush has been cleared from 303 miles of right of way on 
the main line, and from 264 miles on the Missouri & Western 
Railway. 

All the main line located in Missouri, 2923 miles, is well fenced, 
and these fences have been kept in good repair and condition. 


The Beaver Branch, with all its switches, has been taken up, 
with the exception of 1,400 ft. of spur track running out from 
our main line. 


The majority of our switches have during the year been 
changed from chair to fish-plate iron, and are all in good condi- 
tion. | 


In the year 1880, our General Road master makes requisition on 
me for 112,000 cross-ties, and 6,000 tons of. steel rails. In my 
judgment it is necessary for the good of theroad that this amount 
be allowed, and the rails placed in the track at the rate of 500 tons 
per month. 
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BRIDGING. 


In order to lesson the danger to them from floods, Bridge No. 
.41 (? mile west of Ritchey), was raised two feet, and Bridge No. 
42 (2 miles west of Ritchey), was raised fifteen inches. Bridge No. 
27 (6 miles west of Lebanon), has been replaced by a new Edgemoor 
Iron Bridge with pier erected in the centre, and abutments raised 
14 inches. 

Ten truss-girder bridges have been renewed entire, and cords 
covered with galvanized irons, and seventeen other bridges have 
had extensive renewals. All post combination bridges on the 
road have been painted with two coats of mineral paint. 

Two spans of Bridge No. 5 (now being fitted), have been 
strengthened with frame, and one span with pile bents. 

Forty-two feet of new tile trestle have been built in the main 
line; 700 feet on the Missouri & Western Railway, have been re- 
newed entire, and 300 feet additional have had general repairs. 

_ All open sluices on the Missouri & Western Railway have been 
generally repaired, and placed in safe condition. 

Bridge No. 5, across the deep ravine, 34 miles west of Rolla, is 
797 feet long, and about 78 feet from the rail to the ground. It 
having been decided to fit it and put ina 24 feet arch culvert 
this work was commenced on it last March. and about one-third 
of the masonry and filling have already been done, and the work 
is being pushed as rapidly as the weather allows, and will probably 
be finished in October next. 

Twenty open sluices and 120 cattle-guards have been renewed in 
1879. 

T'wo spans of Bridge No. 2 (over Meramec river, 24 miles west 
of Pacific), and one span of Bridge No. 4 (over Meramec river, # 
of a mile east of Moselle), should be renewed either with iron or 
wooden Howe truss. 

Bridges 36 (4 mile east of Peirce City), and 40 (34 miles east of 
Ritchey), low Howe truss spans, should be renewed entire. .1,100 
feet of top cords on bridges need renewal.

On Kansas Division 4, new truss-girder bridgesare required, and 
will be built early in 1880. It is necessary to build 200 lin. feet 
pile trestling, east of Neosho River Bridge, to supply additional 
waterway. 300 feet frame trestling need renewal. 


MASONRY. 


Box culvert, 3 miles west of St. James, has been replaced with a 
ten-feet arch culvert. 

The spring furnishing the water supply’at Springfield has been 
deepened to 13 feet, lenthened and widened to 72x19 feet, sur- 
rounded by stone wall two feet thick, laid in cement mortar. 

Stone foundations have been placed under the tanks at three 
water stations, and seven more tanks need same improvements in 


1880. 
Sluice east of Bridge No. 4 (4 mile east of Moselle), needs new 


abutments and paving. Open sluice between Beaver and Ozark 
needs rebuilding. Double open sluice at Ozark is now being 
rebuilt. 

The masonry of three water openings on Missouri & Western 
Railway, will have to be taken down and rebuilt. ‘Two 6-feet arch 
culverts, west of Spring River Bridge, must be rebuilt entirely, 
and a box culvert is needed just west of crossing of Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Gulf R.R., at Columbus, Kas. 


DEPOTS, BUILDINGS, PLATFORMS, ETC. . 


A new one and one-half story frame dining room 35x80 ft. has 
been erected at Springfield. 

Coach-shed at Springfield has had 112 ft. frame addititional 
added to it, anda 48 feet. brick addition has been added to the 
blacksmith shop at the same place. 

The round-house, formerly at St. James, was moved to Pacific, 
and enlarged with two new stalls, now making it a nine-stall round- 


house. 
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The passenger, freight and combination platforms at nine 
stations have been entirely renewed, and platforms at other 
stations have had general repairs. 

Round-house at Pacific and three depots have been painted. 

The stock-yards at eleven stations have been generally renewed 
or enlarged. 3 

The tank-frames at five water-stations have been renewed; two 
tanks have had new tubs. 

Two new and additional chutes have been added at Dixon and 
Sullivan coal-chutes. 

On the Missouri & Western Railway new platforms have been 
built at four stations. Stock-yards at Columbus have been re- 
mewed. A division roadmasteyr’s office has been built at Carl Junc- 
‘tion. 

During 1880, new station buildings 24x50 ft. are to be built at 
St. Clair and Sullivan. Most all of our depots need painting and 

‘new foundations placed under them. 

The platforms at sixteen stations need renewal or extensions. 

‘The stock yards at ten stations should be rebuilt. 

‘Section houses all need extensive repairs, such as receiling or 
“plastering, new floors and foundations. 

‘Round-house at Peirce City needs a new roof. 

‘Coal chutes at Granby need rebuilding, or new ones should be 
erected at some other suitable point. 


ROLLING STOCK. 


The Joplin R. R. was equipped with 3 locomotives, 1 baggage 
car, 1 mail car, 1 mail and passenger car combined, 1 passenger 
coach, 1 caboose, and 2 ore cars. 

The Missouri & Western Railway was equipped with 4 locomo- 
tives, 2 coaches, 1 baggage and mail car combined, 1 mail and pas- 
senger car combined, 1 caboose, 5 box cars, and 1 ore car. 

- We therefore now have the following rolling stock: 47 locomo- 
tives, 10 passenger coaches, 7 mail and smoking cars combined, 2 
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baggage and passenger cars combined, 7 baggage cars, 1 Director’s 
car, 33 cabooses, 466 box cars, 441 ore cars, 10 low flat cars, 264 
stock cars, 1 pile driving car, 1 tank car, and 7 boarding cars for 
work train. . 

During the year we built one locomotive, and we bought ten 
new ten-wheel freight locomotives from Baldwin Locomotive 
Works. Two locomotives were rebuilt during 1879, and seven 
locomotives have had general overhauling. All the Joplin RR. 
and Missouri and Western R’y locomotives have also had general 
overhauling, receiving new tender-trucks of our standard, and two 
of them have been fitted up with air brakes. 

We have four locomotives that are old, narrowed down when the 
guage was changed, and only used as switch engines, but are now 
so old so as to be almost worthless. Of our forty-three serviceable 
locomotives, ten need general repairs in 1880; the balance are in 


good working order. 


During the year 1879 our locomotives ran 1,124,299 miles at a 
total cost (including fuel, oil, engineers’ and firemen’s wages and 
repairs) of 14,°?,c. per mile. 

During 1879 we built one new baggage car, and changed 1 
(Mo. & W. R’y) coach into a mail car, and also changed old sleep- 
ing car into a mail car. One (Mo. & W. Ry.) combination passen- 
ger and mail car was changed into a baggage car. One mail car 
and one passenger coach have been rebuilt. 

All Joplin R. R. and Missouri and Western R’y passenger and 
freight cars have had names and numbers changed, and our 
standard truck put under them. 

During the year we made a new contract on a mileage basis with 
Pullman’s Palace Car Company. 

During the year we built 5 new stock cars, 1 new ore car, 1 
Sleeping car and 1 dining car (for St. Louis, Wichita and Western 
Railway track laying gang), 12 new cabooses, 29 hand-cars 
and 14 push cars, 57 ore car bodies, 1 box car body, and 1 stock 
car body. 149 Beaver Branch cars were bought and had their 
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names and numbers changed, and were repainted. 200 other 
Beaver Branch cars were rebuilt intc box cars by Litchfield Car 
and Machine Co. 

Four of our cabooses will need rebuilding during 1880. 

Our rolling stock has been very much taxed during the last half 
of 1879, but is generally in good running order. 

The Litchfield Car and Machine Co. are now building us 200 
ore cars, and the Jacksonville Car: Co. is also building 200 ore 
cars for us. 

For the successful operation of the road we need 500 box cars, 
200 stock cars, 6 10-wheel locomotives, and 6 8-wheel locomotives 
in addition to what rolling stock we already have, and I would sug- 
gest that the same be contracted for without delay. 

The operation of the road during 1879 has been exceptionally free 
from accidents, we haying had no wrecks of such consequence as to 
deserve special mention. 

In closing my report I desire to acknowledge the efficient services 
rendered by the heads of departments and those under them during 
the year.

| The general improvement in all the commercial and industrial 
pursuits of the country during the last year, has had a favorable 
influence upon the value of real estate, and the unimproved farm- 
ing lands belonging to the Railway Company. And while the 
prices obtained per acre for unimproved lands sold, are not in 
advance of those received during the last few years, it will be 
remembered that the former sales included the better class of 
lands, and while this company still has a large amount of good 
land, its location being more remote from the railroad, made it less 
sought after until now, the lands near the line of road having 
been settled up, those more distantly located are attracting the at- 
tention of purchasers and settles. 
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LANDS SOLD. 


There were 617,9093°, acres of South Pacific lands on hand 
December 31, 1878, the sales from which, during 1879, are 
40,343 ,°8, acres, or an increase of 13,080,°,? acres over the sales of 
the preceding year. Of this amount 10,928,47%, acres belong to 
the South Pacific account proper, and 2,151,°%, to the Debenture 
account. This shows on increase of 32,42 per cent. over last 
year. 

The South Pacific proper, being 375 per cent. and the Debenture 
lands 19 and a fraction. 

Of the 40,343,98 acres, 29,225,°5, sold for $97,874,11,, were 
South Pacific proper, and 11,118,%3, acres were Debenture lands

CONTRACTS CANCELLED. 


The contracts cancelled on South Pacific account during the 
year, either by foreclosure or voluntary assignment (by which the 
Company becomes repossessed of the land) amounts to 29,945,143 
acres, of which 12,860,%7, are South Pacific lands proper, the con- 
tract valuation of which was $113,315,%8, and 17,044,145 acres be- 
longs to Debenture account, the contract valuation of which is 


$117,096 ,1. 


LANDS ON HAND. 


The Company had on hand at the close of the year 1879 
607,470,°%4, acres, or a decrease from the previous year of only 
10,438 ,55, acres.

Of these lands there were on band December 31st, 1878, 
294,286.37 acres.

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400 acres; from individuals, 181,%°; acres, and from cancella- 
tion by foreclosure or otherwise, 3,296,°%, acres, at a valuation 
of $11,257.98; during the same time the sales amounted to 
2,462.88, acres, at a contract valuation of $7,059.49, and 40 acres 
released to the Government, leaving a balance in the hands of the 
company December 31st, 1879, of 295,661+4,5 acres, or an excess 
of 1,374,5%, acres over the amount on hand at the beginning of 
the year.

TOWN LOTS. 


There were 67 town lots sold during the year, 60 of them belong- 
ing to the South Pacific Grant, at a valuation of $2,175, and 7 
on Debenture account for $173. 


DEBENTURE CONTRACTS AND BONDS. 


In the year 1874, there were contracts covering 125, 836-255 
acres of land (at an amount then assumed to be due of $754,740.86), 
set aside as security for the payment of principal and interest of 
$500,000 of Debenture bonds. Of these lands there were sold and 
deeded up to December 31st, 1879, 48,259,?,°, acres, the money for 
which, except that shown to be on hand at that date, had been 
remitted to the Trustees of the bonds. 

There are now on hand for this account 27,900,77, acres, the 
former contracts for which have been foreclosed, and also contracts 
now in force and outstanding for 49,6765, acres. 

The contract value of the latter, as appears by the books, is 
$284,318. 79. 

There had been remitted to the Trustees of the Debenture 
bonds $373,324.21 up to December 31st, 1878, and 40,340,53, 
during the year 1879, leaving in the lands of the agents of the 
Trustees $21,199.90. 
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DEBENTURE BONDS UNPAID. 


There are at this time $300,000 of this issue of bonds outstand- 
ing, to liquidate which this company has 49,676,5°, acres under

contracts, and 27,900,2,, acres of land unsold. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


The entire receipts of the department for the year, from all 
sources, are $154,598.11, and the gross expenditures $56,034.48, 
included in which, among the largest items, are taxes, $21,601.34 ; 
salaries, $7,272.35, and commissions, $7,604.38. 

These items, together with ‘all others, both of receipts and ex- 
penditures, will be found properly itemized in the attached state- 
ment herewith submitted. 


EXTRA EXPENSES. 


In the early part of last year it was thought to be advantageous 
to the interest of the company to have this department unite with 
the transportation division of the railroad service in sharing the 
expense incident to the passenger aud freight office on Pine street, 
and in putting on agents on the Eastern roads to solicit passen- 
gers and freight, the propriety of which has been amply justified 
by the increased amount of traffic and travel. ‘The amount con- 
tributed by this department for this service is $2,980.33. And the 
expenses are somewhat further increased by the expense incident 
to removing “ Squatters,” who have for years held thousands of 
acres of good land in their possession, neither buying themselves 
nor permitting others to do so. 

$1,170.13 have been spent on this account, all of which will be 
found in detail, as heretofore referred to. 


GRANBY MINING AND SMELTING COMPANY. 


This company, under its new arrangement with the department, 
is working well, as the receipts from that source will indicate. 
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' Thd departments are being constantly extended, and the pros- 
pects for a largely increased business and consequent receipts are 


very promising. 


CITY AND VILLAGE PROPERTY. 


The city and village property along the line of the road has 
been generally divided between the company and outside parties, 
who were formerly interested in the sale of the property. 

It has been necessary to bring suit for a division of this property 
at Granby City, which it is thought will soon be adjusted, and the 
company thereby enabled to control its own interest. 

Within the year just closed the company has divided the prop- 
erty at Dixon with Messrs. Pittsman & Kerr, the other half owners, 
and exchanged deeds-for the same. 

At Peirce City, and the town of Logan, the organizations 
continue the same as when reported last year. 


OZARK LAND COMPANY. 


The Ozark Land Company, at North Springfield, is a legally 
organized corporation under the laws of the State’of Missouri, with 
a President, Directors and other officers, having a capital stock of 
3,000 shares of $100 each ‘The Railway Company is now the 
owner of all this stock, and, for the first time, the Land Department 
has recently taken charge of it. 

By a resolution of the Board the Directors who were managing 
the property a few years ago, exchanged all their stock at par for 
certain lots and blocks of ground owned by this company, hence 
the Railway Company, being now the sole proprietor and stock- 
holder of the company, will be able to control it. 

However advantageous these exchanges may have been to others, 
the Railway Company has not thus far been profited by the 
- transaction. 

This department has a claim on its books against the Ozark 
‘Company of $56,511.75, with several years of accrued interest, 
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and a credit of real estate security appraised at $36,486, and 
$2,908.98 cash received from the former Treasurer. 


LAND AGENTS. 


The local land agencies about which there has heretofore been 
some trouble, because of a want of proper management, are now 
being satisfactorily conducted, a very marked improvement in the 
increased amount of land sales is observed through the new agents, 
especially at the town of Billings, where most of the demoraliza- 


tion had its origin. 


MINERAL. 


The iron, lead and zinc interests all along the line of road are 
in a most flourishing condition, and must, within the current year, 
add largely to the receipts of this department in their respective 
royalties under the various leases made. :
